The complete failure of Young to point 
out any item of expenditure under the Gov- 
ernor’s control, which hag been increased 
during Gov. Richardson's term of office with- 
out the best of reasons therefor, is due to 
the fact that it cannot be done. Young 
should know, if he does not, that the Gov- 
ernor of California cannot be held respon- 
sible for expenditures which he cannot con- 
trol and that these bulk into many millions 
yearly in this State. For general operating 
expenses of departments of which he ap- 
points the heads, the Governor is respon- 
sible. That these have been cut to a mint 
mum which makes the politicians squeal, 
and without impairing the service, is proved 
by the fact of Young's own candidacy.

THE FOREST 
According to news dispatches, officials 
of the United States Forest Service are con- 
sidering closing all national forests in Cal! 
fornia to public use until the present fire 
hazard is ended. 

More than 1100 fires have burned over an 
area of 400,000 acres of government and 
private lands thus far this season. This is 
an appalling fire toll. 

While it is true that the great bulk of 
the damage has been confined to the north- 
ern part of the State, Southerh California 
appreciates what the burning off of moun- 
tain watersheds means. We have suffered 
severely from such losses in Los Angeles 
county in past years. This year we have 
been more fortunate because our county 
forestry and the local Federal forestry de- 
partments have co-operated in prevention 
work and in handling fires after they have 
broken out. Some measure of credit, no 
doubt must be given the public also for 
this er showing. But the season has 
still long time to go before the winter 
rains remove the fire hasard. The most 
dangerous part of the seasen lies ahead 
of us. 

To close the national forests to pleasure 
seekers would work a great hardship not 
only upon the public, but upon hundreds of 
resert owners whose places of business lie 
within the national forest. Col. H. B. Gree- 
ley, head of the national Forest Service 
at Washington, expressed himself on this 
matter when he was in Los Angeles last 
year by saying that his department reco 
oxnizes that the forest belongs to the people 
and that they are entitled to use ft as their 
playground. But he also pointed out that 
these same people are dependent upon the 
mountain areas or their water supply and 
that, if the watersheds are burned off, not 
only is the water supply lost, but great dam- 
age results from floods. He declared that, 
if the pleasure seekers cannot use the na 
tional forests without setting fire to them, 
the forests must be closed to public use. 

Resort proprietors and property owners 
in the Angeles Forest, recognize this and 
make every effort to prevent fires. But one 
fool at large in the mountain brush district 
can in a few minutes undo weeks and 
months of vigilance on the part of an army 
of conscientious people seeking to prevent 
fire. 
Already a no-smoking order has been 16. 
sued, applicable to the Angeles National 
Forest, except in stated districts. If we 
wish to keep our forest open to the public 


it behooves us to redouble our efforts to

HOUSE ONE BUILDS 
Highly commending the artistic and 
distinctive architecture adopted by Southern 
California, the Saturday Evening Post, in 
an article called “California's War on Ugil- 
ness,” calls attention to the reversion to 
the old Spanish types ruling the ideas of 
our Los Angeles builders during the past 
two decades and has a good word for the 
architectural improvement to be noted in 
other cities of the Golden State. Janta Bar- 
bara receives a fine tribute to its new struc- 
tural beauty as seen in its main thorough- 


al board of review of the Community 
Arts Association, of which J. E. White is 
chairman. To this board the business men 
of Santa Barbara have submitted plans of 
reconstruction or remodeling, and the archi- 
tects of the board have suggested, argued, 
altered and otherwise labored so that the 
entire business section of the city might 
present a harmonious whole along Califor- 
nia-Spanish lines. 

An occasional resident strenuously object- 
ed to the idea of using the improved archi- 
tecture. saying he wanted something purely 
American, which, as the Post writer says, 
was generally “a Des Moines Queen Anne.” 
After a brief argument such an objector 
was soon brought into line. The result, 
when the spring of 1926 arrived, was that 
te street had been made over and now 
possesses a rare beauty and charm. The 
general effect is that of irregular white fa- 
cades, embellished with occasional wooden 
balconies and colored sailcloth awnings. 
Fewer flaring signs are to be seen there 
than in most cities, and many of the shops 
glow with white floods of indirect lighting. 

“If the spirit of the Community Arts As- 
sociation goes abroad in the land,” remarks 
the Post, “the cupola era is doomed. With 
the experience of Santa Barbara as a mod- 
el no community of intelligence and deter- 
mination needs to despair of recovering at 
least a part of the beauty and the archi- 
tectural heritage that the stupid, careless 
and ignorant people of the cupola era did 
their best to wreck for themselves and for 
posterity.”

PASADENA, Aug. 20.—Returning 


from a visit to the Philippine Is-. 


lands, Col. William J. Hogan of 
Pasadena declared today that he is 
more convinced than ever before that 
the Filipinog are not ready for self- 


government or independence. 


“The United States cannot with- 


draw from the Philippines until this 


country is assured of a stable gov- 
ernment for the islands and that 
their independence literally can be 
assured,” Col. Hogan said, “and at 
present there is absolutely no such 
assurance. 
TWO FACTIONS 

“There are two factions among the 
Filipinos themselves, each determined 
to dominate the other. If one were 
put in power the other would start 
an insurrection immediately, I feel 
certain. Furthermore, withdrawal of 
the United States would mean ag- 
gression by Asiatic countries. If a 
military possession were not effected, 
a peaceful penetration, or coloniza- 
tion, would soon wrest the govern- 
ment of the islands from the natives.” 

The widely known Pasadenan, who 
has now retired from active business, 
spent considerable time in the Philip- 
pi-es in an effort to gain a com- 
prehensive knowledge of the people's 
problems, and told Manila newspaper 
men the same conclusions that he 
expressed today. 

JAPANESE PRAISED 


Col. Hogan, who also visited Japan 
and parts of China, was lavish in 
tribute to the courage and energy 
of the Japanese people whose for- 
titude and faith have now virtually 
accomplished a complete recovery 
from the effects of the disastrous 
earthquakes and fire of a few years 
ago. Tokio has been magnificently 
rebuilt, he said, and looks like a 
modern American city. 

Col. Hogan was accompanied by 
his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Frank G. 
Hogan of Pasadena, and Miss Helen 
Holbert. They made the trip on the 
Empress of Canada, of ths Canadian 
Pacific Line.
